1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed on 7/6/10. Claims 14-29 are pending 
in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows, as supported by previously presented claim 

18: 

• In claim 14, delete the period at the end of the claim and add the phrase "; and the 
hydrophobic phase comprises silicones, fragrances, organic, mineral or vegetable oils or 
mixtures thereof." 

• In claim 18, lines 1-3, delete the phrase "wherein the hydrophobic phrase comprises 
silicones, fragrances, organic, mineral or vegetable oils, or mixtures thereof, and". 

• In claim 22, line 2, replace the word "derives fi'om" with the phrase "is a block deriving 
from".

Claims 14-29 are allowed.

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 



The presently cited claims are allowable over prior art to Morvan et al. (US 
2004/0170657), Tice et al. (US 4,542,025), Spenleuhauer et al. (US 5,766,635) and Crooks et al. 
(US 6,638,994 B2). 

The Morvan et al. reference discloses dispersions comprising a water soluble salt content 
of at least 0.5 mo 1/1, at least one block copolymer, in amounts of 1 to 20% relative to organic 
phase, and an organic phase present in an amount of 5 to 50% by wt. of the dispersion. The 
compositional requirements in terms of the block copolymer content for the matrix and the 
hydrophobic phase content relative to the matrix as presently claimed are not obvious over the 
prior art to Morvan et al. The prior art to Tice et al. discloses microparticulate formulations 
comprising anti-inflammatory agents and biocompatible or biodegradable polymers. The prior 
art to Spenleuhauer et al. concerns compositions comprising nanoparticles obtained from 
polyethylene oxide and/or polypropylene oxide-polylactic acid copolymer and an active 
ingredient. However, neither Tice et al. nor Spenleuhauer et al. teaches or suggests block 
copolymers that fall within the scope of present invention. The Crooks et al. reference concerns 
aqueous dispersion of nanoparticles comprising a water-insoluble agrochemical active ingredient 
and an amphiphilic compound preferably comprising hydrophilic and hydrophobic blocks. The 
prior art fails to teach or suggest a hydrophobic phrase comprising presently recited elements. 
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Therefore, the presently claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of 
record as per said art neither anticipating nor rendering obvious, alone or in combination, the 
presently claimed invention.
